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PREFACE.

Yet  have  thou  respect  unto 
the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and  td  his  supplica- 
tion, 0  Lord  my  God,  to  hearken  unto  the  cry 
and  to  the  prayer,  which  thy  servant  prayeth 
before  thee  to-day. 

/  Kings  8:29.  That  thine  eyes  may  be  open 
toward  this  house  night  and  day,  even  toward 
the  place  of  which  thou  hast  said,  My  name 
shall  be  there:  that  thou  mayest  hearken  unto 
the  prayer  which  thy  servant  shall  make  to- 
ward this  place. 

I  Kings  8: 30.  And  hearken  thou  to  the  sup- 
plication of  thy  servant,  and  of  thy  people 
Israel,  when  they  shall  pray  toward  this  place; 
and  hear  thou  in  heaven  thy  dwelling  place :  and 
when  thou  hearest,   forgive. 

II  Chron.  7:14.  If  my  people,  which  are 
called  by  my  name,  shall  humble  themselves, 
and  pray,  and  seek  my  face,  and  turn  from  their 
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wicked  ways ;  then  will  I  hear  from  heaven,  and 
will  forgive  their  sin,  and  will  heal  their  land. 

J  oh  33: 26.  He  shall  pray  unto  God,  and  he 
will  be  favourable  unto  him:  and  he  shall  see 
his  face  with  joy;  for  he  will  render  unto  man 
his  righteousness. 

Ps,  55: 1,  Give  ear  to  my  prayer,  0  God ;  and 
hide  not  thyself  from  my  supplication. 

Ps,  88:2.     Let  my  prayer  come  before  thee. 

Prov.  15: 8 The  prayer  of  the  upright  is 

his   (the  Lord's)   delight. 

Prov.  15:29.  The  Lord  is  far  from  the 
wicked :  but  he  heareth  the  prayer  of  the  right- 
eous. 

Isa.  56:  7.  Even  them  will  I  bring  to  my  holy 
mountain,  and  make  them  joyful  in  my  house 
of  prayer.  . .  .for  mine  house  shall  be  called  an 
house  of  prayer  for  all  people. 

Isa.  65:24.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that 
before  they  call,  I  will  answer:  and  while  they 
are  yet  speaking,  I  will  hear. 

Matt.  5: 23.  Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift 
to  the  altar,  and  there  rememberest  that  thy 
brother  hath  aught  against  thee; 

Matt.  5:24.  Leave  there  thy  gift  before  the 
altar,  and  go  thy  way ;  first  be  reconciled  to  thy 
brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift. 
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Matt.  5:44.  But  I  say  unto  you,  Love  your 
enemies,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to 
them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despitefully  use  you,  and  persecute  you. 

Matt.  6:5.  And  when  thou  prayest,  thou 
shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are :  for  they  love 
to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the 
corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of 
men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  They  have  their 
reward. 

Matt.  6:6.  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest, 
enter  into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast  shut 
thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret ; 
and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  re- 
ward thee  openly. 

Matt.  6:7.  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain 
repetitions,  as  the  heathen  do:  for  they  think 
that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speak- 
ing. 

Matt.  6:8.  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto 
them :  for  your  Father  knoweth  what  things  ye 
have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  him. 

Matt.  6:9.  After  this  manner  therefore  pray 
ye:  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  thy  name. 

Matt.  7:7.     Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you; 
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seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be 
opened  unto  you. 

Matt.  7:8,  For  every  one  that  asketh  re- 
ceiveth ;  and  he  that  seeketh  findeth ;  and  to  him 
that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

Matt.  7:9.  Or  what  man  is  there  of  you, 
whom  if  his  son  ask  bread,  will  he  give  him  a 
stone  ? 

Matt.  7:10.  Or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  give 
him  a  serpent? 

Matt.  7:11.  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know 
how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how 
much  more  shall  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven 
give  good  things  to  them  that  ask  himf 

Matt.  9:38.  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into 
his  harvest. 

Matt.  14:  23.  And  when  he  had  sent  the  mul- 
titudes away,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain  apart 
to  pray:  and  when  the  evening  was  come,  he 
was  there  alone. 

Matt.  19:13.  Then  were  there  brought  unto 
him  little  children,  that  he  should  put  his  hands 
on  them,  and  pray. 

Matt.  21:22.  And  all  things,  whatsoever  ye 
shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye  shall  receive. 

Matt.  26:36.     Then  com^eth  Jesus  with  them 
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unto  a  place  called  Gethsemane,  and  saith  unto 
the  disciples,  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray 
yonder. 

Matt.  26:39,  And  he  went  a  little  farther, 
and  fell  on  his  face,  and  prayed,  saying,  0  my 
Father,  if  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup  pass  from 
me :  nevertheless,  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt. 

Matt.  26:41.  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter 
not  into  temptation:  the  spirit  indeed  is  will- 
ing, but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

Matt.  26:42.  He  went  away  again  the  sec- 
ond time,  and  prayed,  saying,  0  my  Father,  if 
this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from  me,  except  I 
drink  it,  thy  will  be  done. 

Matt.  26:44.  And  he  left  them,  and  went 
away  again,  and  prayed  the  third  time,  saying 
the  same  words. 

Matt.  26:53.  Thinkest  thou  that  I  cannot 
now  pray  to  my  Father,  and  he  shall  presently 
give  me  more  than  twelve  legions  of  angels? 

Mark  11 :  23.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  That 
whosoever  shall  say  unto  this  mountain.  Be 
thou  removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea; 
and  shall  not  doubt  in  his  heart,  but  shall  believe 
that  those  things  which  he  saith  shall  come  to 
pass;  he  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saith. 

Mark   11:24.     Therefore    I    say    unto  you. 
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What  things  soever  ye  desire,  when  ye  pray, 
believe  that  ye  receive  them,  and  ye  shall  have 
them. 

Mark  11:25.  And  when  ye  stand  praying, 
forgive,  if  ye  have  ought  against  any :  that  your 
Father  also  which  is  in  heaven  may  forgive  you 
your  trespasses. 

Mark  11 :  26.  But  if  ye  do  not  forgive, 
neither  will  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  for- 
give your  trespasses. 

Luke  9:29.  As  he  prayed,  the  fashion  of  his 
countenance  was  altered. 

Luke  11:1.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  he 
was  praying  in  a  certain  place,  when  he  ceased, 
one  of  his  disciples  said  unto  him,  Lord,  teach 
us  to  pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples. 

Luke  11:2.  And  he  said  unto  them,  When 
ye  pray,  say.  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven. 
Hallowed  be  thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come, 
Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  earth. 

Luke  18:1.  And  he  spake  a  parable  unto 
them  to  this  end,  that  men  ought  always  to 
pray,  and  not  to  faint. 

Luke  18: 10.  Two  men  went  up  into  the  tem- 
ple to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a 
publican. 

Luke  18:11.     The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed 
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thus  with  himself,  God,  I  thank  thee,  that  I  am 
not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adul- 
terers, or  even  as  this  publican. 

Luke  18:13.  And  the  publican,  standing 
afar  off,  would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes 
unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying, 
God  be  merciful  to  me   a  sinner. 

Luke  18:14.  1  tell  you,  this  man  went 
down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than  the 
other:  for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall 
be  abased;  and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall 
be  exalted. 

Joh7i  11:22.  But  I  know,  that  even  now, 
whatsoever  thou  wilt  ask  of  God,  God  will  give 
it  thee. 

John  14:13.  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask 
in  my  name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may 
be  glorified  in  the  Son. 

John  14: 14.  If  ye  shall  ask  anything  in  my 
name,  I  will  do  it. 

John  14: 16.  And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and 
he  shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he 
may  abide  with  you  forever. 

John  15:  7.  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words 
abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it 
shall  be  done  unto  you. 

John  16: 24,     Hitherto  have  ye  asked  nothing 
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in  my  name :  ask,  and  ye  shall  receive,  that  your 
joy  may  be  full. 

John  17:  9.  I  pray  for  them :  I  pray  not  for 
the  world,  but  for  them  which  thou  hast  given 
me;  for  they  are  thine. 

John  17:15.  I  pray  not  that  thou  shouldest 
take  them  out  of  the  world,  but  that  thou 
shouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil. 

John  17:20.  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alone, 
but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me 
through  their  word. 

Acts  2:  42.  And  they  continued  stedfastly  in 
the  apostles^  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in 
breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

Acts  6:4.  But  w^e  will  give  ourselves  con- 
tinually to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word. 

Acts  12:5.  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in 
prison;  but  prayer  was  made  without  ceasing 
of  the  church  unto  God  for  him.  (See  Chapter 
12  of  Acts.) 

Rom.  1:9.  I  make  mention  of  you  always  in 
my  prayers. 

7  Cor.  14:15.  I  will  pray  w^ith  the  spirit, 
and  I  will  pray  with  the  understanding  also.  . .  . 

7  Thess.  5:17.     Pray  without   ceasing. 

James  1 :  6.     But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
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wavering.  For  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a  wave 
of  the  sea  driven  with  the  wind  and  tossed. 

James  4 : 3.  Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  because 
ye  ask  amiss,  that  ye  may  consume  it  upon  your 
lusts. 

James  5:13.  Is  any  among  you  afflicted?  let 
him  pray. 

James  5: 14.  Is  any  sick  among  you?  let  him 
call  for  the  elders  of  the  church;  and  let  them 
pray  over  him. 

/  John  3:22.  And  whatsoever  we  ask,  we 
receive  of  him,  because  we  keep  his  command- 
ments, and  do  those  things  that  are  pleasing  in 
his  sight. 

/  John  5: 14.  And  this  is  the  confidence  that 
we  have  in  him,  that,  if  we  ask  anything  ac- 
cording to  his  will,  he  heareth  us. 

I  John  5:15.  And  if  we  know  that  he  hear 
us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have 
the  petitions  that  we  desired  of  him. 

Rev.  3:  20.  Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door,  and 
knock ;  if  any  man  hear  my  voice,  and  open  the 
door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with 
him,  and  he  with  me. 


Ps.    31:23 The    Lord    preserveth    the 

faithful.... 
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Ps.  89: 1 With  my  mouth  will  I  make 

known  thy  faithfulness  to  all  generations. 

Ps,  101 : 6.  Mine  eyes  shall  be  upon  the 
faithful  of  the  land,  that  they  may  dwell  with 
me .... 

Prov,  28:20,  A  faithful  man  shall  abound 
with  blessings.  . .  . 

Matt,  6:30,  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the 
grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-mor- 
row is  cast  into  the  oven,  shall  he  not  much 
more  clothe  you,  0  ye  of  little  faith? 

Matt.  8:10.  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  mar- 
velled, and  said  to  them  that  followed.  Verily, 
I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so  great  faith, 
no,  not  in  Israel. 

Matt.  9:2.  And,  behold,  they  brought  to 
him  a  man  sick  of  the  palsy,  lying  on  a  bed: 
and  Jesus  seeing  their  faith  said  unto  the  sick 
of  the  palsy;  Son,  be  of  good  cheer;  thy  sins 
be  forgiven  thee. 

Matt,  9:6,  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the 
Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins 
(then  saith  he  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy),  Arise, 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  unto  thine  house. 

Matt.  9:7.  And  he  arose,  and  departed  to 
his  house. 

Matt,  9:22,     But  Jesus  turned    him    about, 
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and  when  he  saw  her,  he  said,  Daughter,  be 
of  good  comfort;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole.  And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from 
that  hour. 

Matt.  9:29.  Then  touched  he  their  eyes, 
saying,  According  to  your  faith  be  it  unto  you. 

Matt.  9:30.     And  their  eyes  were  opened. 

Matt.  15:28.  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  her,  0  woman,  great  is  thy  faith :  be  it  unto 
thee  even  as  thou  wilt.  And  her  daughter  was 
made  whole  from  that  very  hour. 

Matt.  17:15.  Lord,  have  mercy  on  my  son: 
for  he  is  lunatick,  and  sore  vexed;  for  often- 
times he  falleth  into  the  fire,  and  oft  into  the 
water. 

Matt.  17:16..  .And  I  brought  him  to  thy  dis- 
ciples, and  they  could  not  cure  him. 

Matt.  17:17.  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said, 
O  faithless  and  perverse  generation,  how  long 
shall  I  be  with  you?  how  long  shall  I  suffer 
you?  bring  him  hither  to  me. 

Matt.  17:18.  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  devil; 
and  he  departed  out  of  him ;  and  the  child  was 
cured  from  that  very  hour. 

Matt.  17:19.  Then  came  the  disciples  to 
Jesus  apart,  and  said.  Why  could  not  we  cast 
him  out  ? 
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Matt.  17: 20.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Be- 
cause of  your  unbelief:  for  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  If  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
ye  shall  say  unto  this  mountain,  Remove  hence 
to  yonder  place ;  and  it  shall  remove ;  and  noth- 
ing shall  be  impossible  unto  you. 

Matt.  21:21.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  If  ye  have  faith, 
and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this  which 
is  done  to  the  fig  tree,  but  also  if  ye  shall  say 
unto  this  mountain.  Be  thou  removed,  and  be 
thou  cast  into  the  sea;  it  shall  be  done. 

Matt.  25:21.  His  Lord  said  unto  him,  Well 
done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant :  thou  hast 
been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make 
thee  ruler  over  many  things:  enter  thou  into 
the  joy  of  thy  Lord. 

Mark  11:22.  And  Jesus  answering  saith 
unto  them,  Have  faith  in  God. 

Luke  7:50.  And  he  said  to  the  woman.  Thy 
faith  hath  saved  thee ;  go  in  peace. 

Luke  16:10.  He  that  is  faithful  in  that 
which  is  least  is  faithful  also  in  much. 

Luke  17:5.  And  the  apostles  said  unto  the 
Lord,  Increase  our  faith. 

Luke  17:6.  And  the  Lord  said.  If  ye  had 
faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  ye  might  say 
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unto  this  sycamine  tree,  Be  thou  plucked  up  by 
the  root,  and  be  thou  planted  in  the  sea;  and 
it  should  obey  you. 

Luke  22:32.  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee, 
that  thy  faith  fail  not. 

John  20 :  27,  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas,  Reach 
hither  thy  finger,  and  behold  my  hands;  and 
reach  hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  my 
side :  and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing. 

Acts  3:16.  And  his  name  through  faith  in 
his  name  hath  made  this  man  strong,  whom  ye 
see  and  know:  yea,  the  faith  which  is  by  him 
hath  given  him  this  perfect  soundness  in  the 
presence  of  you  all. 

Rom.  1 : 8.  First,  I  thank  my  God  through 
Jesus  Christ  for  you  all,  that  your  faith  is 
spoken  of  throughout  the  whole  world. 

Rom.  4:13.  For  the  promise,  that  he  should 
be  the  heir  of  the  world,  w^as  not  to  Abraham, 
or  to  his  seed,  through  the  law,  but  through  the 
righteousness  of  faith. 

Rom.  4:16.  Therefore  it  is  of  faith,  that  it 
might  be  by  grace;  to  the  end  the  promise 
might  be  sure  to  all  the  seed;  not  to  that  only 
which  is  of  the  law,  but  to  that  also  which  is 
of  the  faith  of  Abraham ;  who  is  the  father  of 
us  all. 
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Eom  4:20.  But  was  strong  in  faith,  giving 
glory  to  God. 

Rom  10:17,  So  then  faith  cometh  by  hear- 
ing, and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God. 

/  Cor,  16:13.  Watch  ye,  stand  fast  in  the 
faith,  quit  you  like  men,  be  strong. 

Gal.  3:11.     The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

Gal.  5: 22.  But  the  fruit  of  the  spirit  is  love, 
joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gentleness,  goodness, 
faith. 

Eph.  2:  8.  For  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through 
faith;  and  that  not  of  yourselves:  it  is  the  gift 
of  God. 

Eph,  4:5,  6.  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  bap- 
tism, one  God  and  one  Father  of  all,  who  is 
above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  you  all. 

Eph.  4 :  13.  Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure 
of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ. 

Eph,  6:16,  Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of 
faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to  quench  all 
the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

I  Thess.  5:  8.  But  let  us,  who  are  of  the  day, 
be  sober,  putting  on  the  breast-plate  of  faith 
and  love ;  and  for  an  helmet,  the  hope  of  salva- 
tion. 
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II  Thess.  1 :  4.  So  that  we  ourselves  glory  in 
you  in  the  churches  of  God  for  your  patience 
and  faith  in  all  your  persecutions  and  tribula- 
tions that  ye  endure. 

/  Tim.  6: 12.     Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith. 

II  Tim.  4:7.  I  have  fought  a  good  fight, 
I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the 
faith. 

Heh.  10:22.  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience,  and 
our  bodies  washed  with  pure  water. 

Beb.  11:1.  Now  faith  is  the  substance  of 
things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not 
seen. 

Heb.  11:3.  Through  faith  we  understand 
that  the  worlds  were  framed  by  the  word  of 
God,  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were  not 
made  of  things  which  do  appear. 

Heb.  11:5.  By  faith  Enoch  was  translated 
that  he  should  not  see  death. 

Heb.  11:6.  But  without  faith  it  is  impos- 
sible to  please  him:  for  he  that  cometh  to  God 
must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a  re- 
warder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  him. 

James  1:3.  The  trying  of  your  faith  work- 
eth  patience. 
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James  1 :  6,  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
wavering.  For  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a  wave 
of  the  sea  driven  with  the  wind  and  tossed. 

James  2: 14,  AVhat  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren, 
though  a  man  say  he  hath  faith,  and  have  not 
works?     Can  faith  save  him? 

James  2:17.  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not 
works,  is  dead,  being  alone. 

James  2:22.  Seest  thou  how  faith  wrought 
with  his  works,  and  by  w^orks  was  faith  made 
perfect  ? 

James  2:24.  Ye  see  then  how  that  by  works 
a  man  is  justified,  and  not  by  faith  only. 

James  2:26.  For  as  the  body  without  the 
spirit  is  dead,  so  faith  without  works  is  dead 
also. 

James  5:15.  And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall 
save  the  sick,  and  the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up. 

I  Pet.  1 : 7.  That  the  trial  of  your  faith,  be- 
ing much  more  precious  than  of  gold  that  perish- 
eth,  though  it  be  tried  with  fire,  might  be  found 
unto  praise,  and  honor  and  glory  at  the  appear- 
ing of  Jesus  Christ.

of  the  Lord  doth  man  live. 

Deut,  18: 18 1  will  put  my  words  in  his 

mouth;  and  he  shall  speak  unto  them  all  that 
I  shall  command  him. 

Deut,  30:14.  But  the  word  is  very  nigh 
unto  thee,  in  thy  mouth,  and  in  thy  heart,  that 
thou  mayest  do  it. 

Ps.  19:14,  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and 
the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  in 
thy  sight,  0  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my  re- 
deemer. 

Ps,  68:11,  The  Lord  gave  the  word:  great 
was  the  company  of  those  that  published  it. 

Ps.  107:20.  He  sent  his  word  and  healed 
them 

Ps.  119:11,  Thy  word  have  I  hid  in  mine 
heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee. 

79 
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Ps,  119:42.  So  shall  I  have  wherewith  to 
answer  him  that  reproacheth  me :  for  I  trust  in 
thy  word. 

Ps,  119:105.  Thy  word  is  a  lamp  unto  my 
feet,  and  a  light  unto  my  path. 

Ps.  119: 130.  The  entrance  of  thy  words  giv- 
eth  light ;  it  giveth  understanding  unto  the  sim- 
ple.

light  to  rule  the  night :  he  made  the  stars  also. 

Gen,  1 :  17,  And  God  set  them  in  the  firma- 
ment of  the  heaven  to  give  light  upon  the  earth. 

Gen.  1 :  18,  And  to  rule  over  the  day  and 
over  the  night,  and  to  divide  the  light  from  the 
darkness :  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good. 
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II  Sam,  22:29.  For  thou  art  my  lamp,  0 
Lord :  and  the  Lord  will  lighten  my  darkness. 

II  Sam.  23:4.  And  he  shall  be  as  the  light 
of  the  morning,  when  the  sun  riseth,  even  a 
morning  without  clouds;  as  the  tender  grass 
springing  out  of  the  earth  by  clear  shining  after 
rain. 

Neh.  9:12.  Moreover  thou  leddest  them  in 
the  day  by  a  cloudy  pillar ;  and  in  the  night  by 
a  pillar  of  fire,  to  give  them  light  in  the  way 
wherein  they  should  go.

Jol  28:11.  The  thing  that  is  hid  bringeth 
he  forth  to  light. 

Jo})  29: 3.  When  his  candle  shined  upon  my 
head,  and  when  by  his  light  I  walked  through 
darkness. 

Fs.  4:6.  Lord,  lift  thou  up  the  light  of  thy 
countenance  upon  us. 
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Ps.  13:  3.  Consider  and  hear  me,  O  Lord  my 
God:  lighten  mine  eyes,  lest  I  sleep  the  sleep 
of  death. 

Ps.  27:1.  The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  sal- 
vation; whom  shall  I  fear? 

Ps.  34 : 5.  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were 
lightened. 

Ps.  36:9.  For  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of 
life ;  in  thy  light  shall  we  see  light. 

Ps.  43:3.  0  send  out  thy  light  and  thy 
truth :  let  them  lead  me ;  let  them  bring  me  unto 
thy  holy  hill,  and  to  thy  tabernacles.

Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth 
as  the  morning,  and  thine  health  shall  spring 
forth  speedily:  and  thy  righteousness  shall  go 
before  thee. 

And  if  thou  draw  out  thy  soul 
to  the  hungry,  and  satisfy  the  afflicted  soul ;  then 
shall  thy  light  rise  in  obscurity,  and  thy  dark- 
ness be  as  the  noon  day. 

Arise,  shine ;  for  thy  light  is  come, 
and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen  upon  thee. 

Isa.  60 : 3.  And  the  Gentiles  shall  come  to 
thy  light,  and  kings  to  the  brightness  of  thy 
rising.

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light  by  day;  neither  for  brightness  shall  the 
moon  give  light  unto  thee:  but  the  Lord  shall 
be  unto  thee  an  everlasting  light,  and  thy  God 
thy  glory.

neither  shall  thy  moon  withdraw  itself :  for  the 
Lord  shall  be  thine  everlasting  light,  and  the 
days  of  thy  mourning  shall  be  ended. 

He  revealeth  the  deep  and  secret 
things :  he  knoweth  w^hat  is  in  the  darkness,  and 
the  light  dwelleth  with  him. 

Micah  7:9.  He  will  bring  me  forth  to  the 
light,  and  I  shall  behold  his  righteousness. 

Matt.  4:16.  The  people  which  sat  in  dark- 
ness saw  great  light;  and  to  them  which  sat  in 
the  region  and  shadow  of  death  light  is  sprung 
up. 

Matt.  5:14.  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world. 
A  city  that  is  set  on  an  hill  cannot  be  hid. 

Matt.  5:15.  Neither  do  men  light  a  candle, 
and  put  it  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick;

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for  he  that  walketh  in  darkness  knoweth  not 
whither  he  goeth. 

John  12:36.  While  ye  have  light,  believe  in 
the  light,  that  ye  may  be  the  children  of  the 
light. 

John  12 :  46.  I  am  come  a  light  into  the 
world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  me  should 
not  abide  in  darkness. 

Acts  13:  47.  For  so  hath  the  Lord  command- 
ed us,  saying,  I  have  set  thee  to  be  a  light  of 
the  Gentiles,  that  thou  shouldest  be  for  salva- 
tion unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

Eom.  13: 12.  The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day 
is  at  hand;  let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works 
of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of 
light.

For  God,  who  commanded  the 
light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  hath  shined  in 
our  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  glory  of  GoS  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

What  communion  hath  light 
with  darkness  ?

Ps,  1 : 6,  For  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of 
the  righteous :  but  the  way  of  the  ungodly  shall 
perish. 

Ps,  5:12,  For  thou,  Lord,  wilt  bless  the 
righteous;  with  favor  wilt  thou  compass  him 
as  with  a  shield. 

Ps,  17: 15,  As  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  face 
in  righteousness:  I  shall  be  satisfied,  when  I 
awake,  w^ith  thy  likeness. 

Ps,  19:9.  The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are 
true  and  righteous  altogether. 

Ps,  23:3,  He  restoreth  my  soul:  he  leadeth 
me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  name's 
sake. 

Ps,  34:17.  The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord 
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heareth,  and  delivereth  them  out  of  all  their 
troubles.

For  as  the  earth  bringeth  forth 
her  bud,  and  as  the  garden  causelh  the  things 
that  are  sown  in  it  to  spring  forth ;  so  the  Lord 
God  will  cause  righteousness  and  praise  to 
spring  forth  before  all  the  nations.

For  if  by  one  man's  offence 
death  reigned  by  one;  much  more  they  which 
receive  abundance  of  grace  and  of  the  gift  of 
righteousness  shall  reign  in  life  by  one,  Jesus 
Christ. 

Therefore  as  by  the  offence  of 
one  judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  condemna- 
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tion ;  even  so  by  the  righteousness  of  one  the  free 
gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of 
life. 

For  as  by  one  man's  disobe- 
dience many  were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obe- 
dience of  one  shall  many  be  made  righteous. 

Eom,  5:21.  That  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto 
death,  even  so  might  grace  reign  through  right- 
eousness unto  eternal  life  by  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

Eom.  6:13.  Neither  yield  ye  your  members 
as  instruments  of  unrighteousness  unto  sin :  but 
yield  yourselves  unto  God,  as  those  that  are 
alive  from  the  dead,  and  your  members  as  in- 
struments of  righteousness  unto  God.

For  it  is  written,  I  will  destroy 
the  wisdom  of  the  wise,  and  will  bring  to  noth- 
ing the  understanding  of  the  prudent. 

I  Cor.  1 :  20.  Where  is  the  wise  ?  where  is  the 
scribe  ?  where  is  the  disputer  of  this  world  ?  hath 
net  God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  this  w^orld? 

/  Cor.  1:25.  Because  the  foolishness  of  God 
is  wiser  than  men;  and  the  weakness  of  God  is 
stronger  than  men. 
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/  Cor,  1 :  27.  But  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise. 

I  Cor,  2:  6,  Howbeit  we  speak  wisdom  among 
them  that  are  perfect:  yet  not  the  wisdom  of 
this  world,  nor  of  the  princes  of  this  world,  that 
come  to  nought: 

/  Cor  2:  7,  But  we  speak  the  wisdom  of  God 
in  a  mystery,  even  the  hidden  wisdom,  which 
God  ordained  before  the  world  unto  our  glory. 

/  Cor,  3: 18,  Let  no  man  deceive  himself.  If 
any  man  among  you  seemeth  to  be  wise  in  this 
world,  let  him  become  a  fool,  that  he  may  be 
wise. 

/  Cor,  3:19.  For  the  wisdom  of  this  world 
is  foolishness  with  God.  For  it  is  written.  He 
taketh  the  wise  in  their  own  craftiness. 

I  Cor,  3:20.  And  again,  the  Lord  knoweth 
the  thoughts  of  the  wise,  that  they  are  vain. 

Eph.  1 :  17.  That  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  glory,  may  give  unto  you 
the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  revelation  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  him : 

The  eyes  of  your  understanding 
being  enlightened;  that  ye  may  know  what  is 
the  hope  of  his  calling,  and  what  the  riches  of 
the  glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints.

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riches  of  the  full  assurance  of  understanding  to 
the  acknowledgment  of  the  mystery  of  God,  and 
the  Father,  and  of  Christ; 

In  whom  are  hid  all  the  treasures 
of  wisdom  and  knowledge.

They  on  the  rock  are  they,  which, 
when  they  hear,  receive  the  word  with  joy ;  and 
these  have  no  root,  w^hich  for  aw^hile  believe,  and 
in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 

Acts  20:19.  Serving  the  Lord  with  all  hu- 
mility of  mind,  and  with  many  tears,  and  temp- 
tations, which  befell  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of 
the  Jews. 
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/  Cor.  10: 13.  There  hath  no  temptation  taken 
you  but  such  as  is  common  to  man:  but  God  is 
faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted 
above  that  ye  are  able ;  but  will  with  the  tempta- 
tion also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be 
able  to  bear  it. 

Gal.  4: 14.  And  my  temptation  which  was  in 
my  flesh  ye  despised  not,  nor  rejected;  but  re- 
ceived me  as  an  angel  of  God,  even  as  Christ 
Jesus. 

Gal.  6:1.  Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken 
in  a  fault,  ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore  such 
an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness;  considering 
thyself,  lest  thou  also  be  tempted. 

/  Thess.  3:5.  For  this  cause,  when  I  could 
no  longer  forbear,  I  sent  to  know  your  faith, 
lest  by  some  means  the  tempter  have  tempted 
you,  and  our  labour  be  in  vain. 

I  Tim.  6:9.  But  they  that  will  be  rich  fall 
into  temptation  and  a  snare,  and  into  many 
foolish  and  hurtful  lusts,  w^hich  drown  men  in 
destruction  and  perdition. 

Hel).  2:18.  For  in  that  he  himself  hath  suf- 
fered being  tempted,  he  is  able  to  succour  them 
that  are  tempted. 

Heb.  4:15.  For  we  have  not  an  high  priest 
which  can  not  be  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our 
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infirmities;  but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like 
as  we  are,  yet  without  sin. 

James  1:2.  My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy 
when  ye  fall  into  divers  temptations ; 

James  1 :  3.  Knowing  this,  that  the  trying  of 
your  faith  worketh  patience. 

James  1 :  12.  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endur- 
eth  temptation:  for  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall 
receive  the  crown  of  life,  which  the  Lord  hath 
promised  to  them  that  love  him. 

James  1 :  13.  Let  no  man  say  when  he  is 
tempted,  I  am  tempted  of  God :  for  God  cannot 
be  tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempteth  he  any 
man.

For  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through 
faith ;  and  that  not  of  yourselves :  it  is  the  gift 
of  God.

II  Tim,  2:10,  Therefore  I  endure  all  things 
for  the  elect's  sakes,  that  they  may  also  obtain 
the  salvation  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  with  eter- 
nal glory.

Not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy 
he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration,  and 
renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

And  being  made  perfect,  he  be- 
came the  author  of  eternal  salvation  unto  all 
them  that  obey  him. 

Eev.  12: 10.  And  I  heard  a  loud  voice  saying 
in  heaven,  Now  is  come  salvation,  and  strength, 
and  the  kingdom  of  our  God,  and  the  power  of 
his  Christ.

And,  behold,  the  Lord  passed 
by,  and  a  great  and  strong  wind  rent  the  mount- 
ains, and  brake  in  pieces  the  rocks  before  the 
Lord;  but  the  Lord  was  not  in  the  wind:  and 
after  the  wind  an  earthquake ;  but  the  Lord  was 
not  in  the  earthquake: 

I  Kings  19:12.  And  after  the  earthquake  a 
fire ;  but  the  Lord  was  not  in  the  fire :  and  after 
the  fire  a  still  small  voice.

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J  oh  28:11,  He  bindeth  the  floods  from  over- 
flowing. 

Ps.  29:10,     The  Lord  sitteth  upon  the  flood. 

Ps.  32:6.  For  this  shall  every  one  that  is 
godly  pray  unto  thee  in  a  time  when  thou  mayest 
be  found:  surely  in  the  floods  of  great  w-aters 
they  shall  not  come  nigh  unto  him. 

Ps,  40:2,  He  brought  me  up  also  out  of  an 
horrible  pit,  out  of  the  miry  clay,  and  set  my 
feet  upon  a  rock,  and  established  my  goings. 

Ps,  69:14,  Deliver  me  out  of  the  mire,  and 
let  me  not  sink :  let  me  be  delivered  from  them 
that  hate  me,  and  out  of  the  deep  waters. 

Ps,  69:15,  Let  not  the  waterflood  overflow 
me,  neither  let  the  deep  swallow  me  up,  and  let 
not  the  pit  shut  her  mouth  upon  me. 

Ps,  74:15,  Thou  didst  cleave  the  fountain 
and  the  flood :  thou  driedst  up  mighty  rivers. 

Ps,  93: 4,  The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier  than 
the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the  mighty 
waves  of  the  sea. 

Ps.  107 :  25.  For  he  commandeth,  and  raiseth 
the  stormy  wind,  which  lifteth  up  the  waves 
thereof. 

Ps.  107:29.  He  maketh  the  storm  a  calm,  so 
that  the  waves  thereof  are  still. 

Prov.  8: 29,     When  he  gave  to  the  sea  his  de- 
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cree,  that  the  waters  should  not  pass  his  com- 
mandment. 

Isa,  4 : 6.  And  there  shall  be  a  tabernacle 
for  a  shadow  in  the  daytime  from  the  heat,  and 
for  a  place  of  refuge,  and  for  a  covert  from 
storm  and  from  rain. 

Isa,  43:2.  When  thou  passest  through  the 
waters,  I  will  be  with  thee;  and  through  the 
rivers,  they  shall  not  overflow  thee :  when  thou 
walkest  through  the  fire,  thou  shalt  not  be 
burned;  neither  shall  the  flame  kindle  upon 
thee. 

Isa.  59:19.  When  the  enemy  shall  come  in 
like  a  flood,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  shall  lift  up 
a  standard  against  him. 

Jer.  5:22.  Will  ye  not  tremble  at  my  pres- 
ence, which  have  placed  the  sand  for  the  bound 
of  the  sea  by  a  perpetual  decree,  that  it  cannot 
pass  it :  and  though  the  waves  thereof  toss  them- 
selves, yet  can  they  not  prevail :  though  they 
roar,  yet  can  they  not  pass  over  it? 

Dan.  3:27.  And  the  princes,  governers,  and 
captains,  and  the  king's  counsellors,  being  gath- 
ered together,  saw  these  men,  upon  whose  bodies 
the  fire  had  no  power,  nor  was  an  hair  of  their 
head  singed,  neither  were  their  coats  changed, 
nor  the  smell  of  fire  had  passed  on  them. 
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Nahum  1 : 4,  He  rebuketh  the  sea,  and  mak- 
eth  it  dry,  and  drieth  up  all  the  rivers. 

Rev,     12:16.     And    the     earth    helped  the 

woman,  and  the  earth  opened  her  mouth,  and 

swallowed  up  the  flood  which  the  dragon  cast 
out  of  his  mouth. 


Ex.  17:6.  Behold,  I  will  stand  before  thee 
there  upon  the  rock  in  Horeb ;  and  thou  shalt 
smite  the  rock,  and  there  shall  come  water  out 
of  it,  that  the  people  may  drink. 

Num.  20:8.  Take  the  rod,  and  gather  thou 
the  assembly  together,  thou,  and  Aaron  thy 
brother,  and  speak  ye  unto  the  rock  before  their 
eyes ;  and  it  shall  give  forth  his  water,  and  thou 
shalt  bring  forth  to  them  water  out  of  the  rock : 
so  thou  shalt  give  the  congregation  and  their 
beasts  to  drink. 

Dent.  8:7.  For  the  Lord  thy  God  bringeth 
thee  into  a  good  land,  a  land  of  brooks  of 
water,  of  fountains  and  depths  that  spring  out 
of  valleys  and  hills. 

Who  led  thee  through  that  great 
and  terrible  wilderness,  wherein  were  fiery  ser- 
pents, and  scorpions,  and  drought,  where  there 
was  no  water ;  who  brought  thee  forth  water  out 
of  the  rock  of  flint. 
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Job  28: 10.  He  cutteth  out  rivers  among  the 
rocks. 

J  oh  28: 25.  He  weigheth  the  waters  by  meas- 
ure. 

Ps.  65:  9.  Thou  visitest  the  earth,  and  water- 
est  it :  thou  greatly  enrichest  it  with  the  river 
of  God,  which  is  full  of  water : 

Ps.  65:10.  Thou  waterest  the  ridges  thereof 
abundantly:  thou  settlest  the  furrows  thereof: 
thou  makest  it  soft  with  showers:  thou  blessest 
the  springing  thereof. 

Ps.  78:19.  Can  God  furnish  a  table  in  the 
wilderness? 

Ps.  78:20.  Behold,  he  smote  the  rock,  that 
the  waters  gushed  out,  and  the  streams  over- 
flowed. 

Ps.  114:7,  Tremble,  thou  earth,  at  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Lord,  at  the  presence  of  the  God  of 
Jacob ; 

Ps.  114:8.  Which  turned  the  rock  into  a 
standing  water,  the  flint  into  a  fountain  of 
waters. 

Ps.  147: 18.  He  causeth  his  wind  to  blow,  and 
the  waters  flow. 

Isa.  35:1.  The  wilderness  and  the  solitary 
place  shall  be  glad  for  them;  and  the  desert 
shall  rejoice,  and  blossom  as  the  rose.  ' 
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Isa.  35:  6.  For  in  the  wilderness  shall  waters 
break  out;  and  streams  in  the  desert. 

Isa.  41:17,  When  the  poor  and  needy  seek 
water,  and  there  is  none,  and  their  tongue  fail- 
eth  for  thirst,  I  the  Lord  will  hear  them,  I  the 
God  of  Israel  will  not  forsake  them.

I  will  plant  in  the  wilderness 
the  cedar,  the  shittah  tree,  and  the  myrtle,  and 
the  oil  tree ;  I  will  set  in  the  desert  the  fir  tree, 
and  the  pine,  and  the  box  tree  together.

he  will  comfort  all  her  waste  places;  and  he 
will  m.ake  her  wilderness  like  Eden,  and  her 
desert  like  the  garden  of  the  Lord. 

Ezek,  47: 8.  Then  said  he  unto  me,  These 
waters  issue  out  toward  the  east  country,  and 
go  down  into  the  desert,  and  go  into  the  sea: 
which  being  brought  forth  into  the  sea,  the 
waters  shall  be  healed.

I  will  give  unto  him  that  is 
athirst  of  the  fountain  of  the  water  of  life  freely. 

Bev.  22:1.  And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river 
of  water  of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceeding  out 
of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb. 

Rev.  22:17.  And  let  him  that  is  athirst 
come.  And  whosoever  will,  let  him  take  the 
water  of  life  freely. 
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J  oh  5:20,  In  famine  he  shall  redeem  thee 
from  death:  and  in  war  from  the  power  of  the 
sword. 

Job  5:22,  At  destruction  and  famine  thou 
shalt  laugh. 

Ps,  33:19,  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death, 
and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine.

Rom.  3:  7,     For  if  the  truth  of  God  hath  more

faith,  we  have  peace  with  God  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

I  Pet,  1 :  17,  And  if  ye  call  on  the  Father, 
who  without  respect  of  persons  judgeth  accord- 
ing to  every  man's  work,  pass  the  time  of  your 
sojourning  here  in  fear. 

Eev,  14:7.  Saying  with  a  loud  voice.  Fear 
God,  and  give  glory  to  him ;  for  the  hour  of  his 
judgment  is  come. 

Rev.  15: 4,  Who  shall  not  fear  thee,  0  Lord, 
and  glorify  thy  name?  for  thou  only  art  holy: 
for  all  nations  shall  come  and  worship  before 
thee ;  for  thy  judgments  are  made  manifest.
